NIAGARA Fats, July 4.—{By the 


swim the Whirlpool Rapids. Samuel 
Smith of Louiston, N. Y., was to go 
through with him in a rowboat, but 
flunked. Many hundreds of people 
were on the bridges and banks. Soules 
entered the water at 3:18 p.m. near the 
cantilever bridge, on the Canadian 
side, clad in a woolen shirt and trunks 
and a cork vest. At 3:20 he came 
around the abutments of the bridge 
and was tossed like a cork in the vol- 
ume of water which there forces itself 
through the gorge. 

When he escaped this current he had 
a comparatively easy time to the rall- 
way suspension bridge, at which point 
the swift current once more caught 
him and swept him under the bridge 
like a flash. Below this bridge there 
are two large rocks. A breaker car- 
ried him over one and the spectators 
expected to see him dashed against the 
other and killed. Luck favored him, 
however. The current swung him par- 
tially round and he pushed away from 
the rock with his hand. Then another 
large breaker caused him to turna 
somersault, submerging him for a 


short time, and then keeping him sta- 
tionary in an eddy. 

The spectators thought he was gone, 
but he soon swam out, and when near 
the Whirlpool Rapids Incline Railway 
was washed into an eddy near the 
shore. With the assistance of several 
spectators he scrambled out on the 
rocks in a greatly exhausted condition.

THE EXAMPLE OF RIVERSIDE. 


Riverside is a remarkable instance 
of the success attending intelligent 
fruit culture, under proper conditions, 
in this section. It has attracted the 
attention of our friends up north, and 
the Oakland Enquirer devotes consid- 
erable space tothe subject. The En- 
quirer says: 

Beginning with 188081, when the 
shipped was only carloads, it bas 
creased rapidly till last year there were 928 
carloads, and this year about 1500, amount- 
ing to 420,000 boxes. The value of the 
crop is not less than one million two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand doliars. The area 


planted to oranges is about six thousand 


acres, and at least one thousand acres have 
been planted this year. Much of this 
orchard is still to come in — 
ing, a good portion of it having 
its first heavy crop, now on. be 
output next year will be two thousand to 
twenty-five hundred cars. It will bring 
into Riverside close on to two million dol- 
lars, As there are only six thousand peo- 
ple in the place, or something over one 
thousand families, cultivating in all six 
thousand acres of land, the significance of 
these figures la apparent. The crop sells 
for three hundred to seven hundred and 
fifty dollars per acre on the trees. Kaisins 
are also a profitable crop at Riverside, but 
so much less so than oranges, that a good 
many owners of vineyards are digging 
them up to plant trees.

Holders of thirty 
to fifty acres of trees are sometimes willin 
to sell ten acres of their place, and for suc 
bits the newcomer gladly pays from one 
thousand to fitteen hundred dollars per 
acre. There are no buildings on these 
places. Raw land selis at froin three bun- 
dred and seventy-five to five hundred dol- 
lars an acre. There would be a great de- 
mand for this sort of property if trees to 
— it could be had. Young orange trees 
have sold for as high as $1.75 each, and at 
that price there were none to get. 


What has been done in Riverside 
might be done, with oranges or other 
fruits,in almost any other part of 
Southern California. It is heing done 
in many places, but not in so many 
places as might and should be. Among 
the latter, we regret to say, is Los Au- 
geles. Omitting the Chinese gardens, 
we doubt whether one-fifth of the 
product of Riverside is raised in the 
immediate vicinity of Los Angeles. In- 
deed, apart from a limited section 
south of town,the land adjacent to 
this city is still about as it was when 
sheep and cattle were the only product 
of this section. 

This should not be. All of this land 
is good for $250 an acre after a few 
years, in apricots, peaches, pears, ber- 
ries or other fruits. Yet such land is 
on the market today at prices, in many | 
instances, less than $250 an acre.

‘the Recent System—Ingatis Re- 
plies to Both Democrats— 

A Sacred Debt. 


WasutnaTon, June 24.—A rattling 
speech from Senator Ingalls with a 
rejoinder from Senator Vest made a 
lively hour in the Senate yesterday 
afternoon.

The Procession—Oration by H. Z. 
Osborne — Races at the New 
Driving Park—A Full 

Report. 


The Fourth was ushered in by the 
booming of cannon and the racket af 
thousands of firecrackers in the hands 
of hundreds of small boys. People 
got up earlier than usual and the 
streets presented a lively aspect long 
before 8 9’clock, the time set for the 
parade to start. The decorations along. 
the line of march gave to the town a 
gala appearance. Flags and bunting 
adorned the fronts of nearly every 
store and place of business in the city, 
and above the City Hall and many pri- 
vate residences floated the Stars and 
Stripes. 

The procession formed on South Fair 
Oaks avenue, right resting on Vine- 
yard street. Shortly after 8 o’clock the 
line of march was taken up in the 
following order.

Bright Outlook for California Frult- 
growers. 


A gentleman of this city, now in

fruit crop of Delaware, New Jersey,} 
and New York has been earnestly . 
among the fruit dealérs oft 
city. Delaware and Maryland” 
have no crop at all for.export, it is) 
thought. The great péach-growing 
section of New Jersey, through which 
the Delaware and awania and the 
New Jersey Central pass, will bear 
only about one-quarter of ita usual 
product. In Warren and Hunterdon 
counties, which have produced vast 
quantities of peaches in the last five 
years, only a halt-erop is“ looked for, 
and discouraging reports have been re- 
ceived from the peach-growing coun- 
try between Philadelphia and Georgia 
and from the peach belts of Illinois 
and — The outlook for Bart- 
lett pears in Maryland, Delaware, New 
Jersey and the Hudson River V is 
— more encouraging than for 
aches. 
“Cherries and plums will be just as 
much of a failure in this region,“ said 
E. W. Goodsell of 108 Park place. as 
peaches and pears. Grapes and apples 
may be fairly plenty. Most of the 
fruit buds were killed by the cold snap 
late in March. Last year New Jersey 
and Delaware sent 2,500,000 baskets of 
peaches to New York. This year = 
may send 500,000 baskets, althoug 
robably not so many. The demand 
or peaches, cherries, plums and pears 
will have to be supplied from Caltfor- 
nia. Many canning establishments 
have already been transferred from the 
East to California in anticipation of the 
approaching scarcity of eastern 
fruit. The remaining consumers 
will buy the shipped fruit. Last year 
300 carioads of California fruit were 
brought here. This year we shall get 
at least 600 carloads, each of which will 
contain between 600 and 1000 pack- 
ages. California fruit will be the only 
fruit used by New Yorkers, because 
there will be no other kind in the mar- 
ket. Peaches which were worth $1 a 
half-bushel basket at wholesale last 
year, will cost twice as much this sea- 
son. ‘Plums will sell for about 20 cents 
a quart, twice the price of last summer. 
Cherries, too, will bring as much again 
as they brought. 
„Nevertheless, the big California 
shippers have combined to bring down 
the transportation rates, and have 
done it. Today a carload, on which 
$1200 freight charges from California 
to New York were collected, pays but 
$400. Further lowering of the rates 
aud the increase of the California 
product, at present hardly one-third of 
the State’s capacity, will give a monop- 
oly of the eastern market to the fruit- 
growers of the Pacific Slope. The 
movement of ‘capital westward is 
also a feature of the fruit situa- 
tion this year. Two million five 
hundred thousand dollars, which 
usually went to New Jersey and Dela- 
ware peach-growers, will now go to 
California, to say nothing of the rail- 
way transportation profits. The agri- 
culture of Delaware will, I believe, be 
revolutionized by this change in the 
location of the supply. The ten thou- 
sand men once employed in picking, 
packing and shipping Delaware peaches 
will have to find something else to do. 
The same holds good of the men en- 
gaged in preparing eastern cherries, 
plums and Bartlett pears for the 
market.“
